AMERICAN IDEALISM

‘Men fight best with ideas 
at the end of their bayo- 
nets,” Spinoza said. He was 
right. When the ideas of 
men are the ideals of men, 
then they become a econq- 
uering army, an invincible 
host. 

Idealism is not an escape 
from reality. Idealisni is re- 
ality. Only as we look up- 
ward, only as we climb up- 
ward together, can we per- 
manently realize any of our 
hopes of a better way of life 
for ourselves as individu- 
als, or for ourselves as a 
United States in a world of 
United Nations, 

Our nation was formed by 
people of divers nationali- 
ties and traditions drawn 
together by a belief in the 
basie ideal of freedom and 
equality for all. Today as 
a nation we have expressed 
this ideal in the Four Free- 
doms. These freedoms are 
not for one group, or for one 
class, or for one creed, or for 
one color. They ure for all 
the peoples of all the earth. 
And it is through the prac- 
tical application -of these 
ideals that we will win not 
only the war but the peace 
to come. 

GO back over the history 
of our nation. When ELA 
have been ignored, disaster 
has threatened. When ideals 
have been adhered to, our 
nation has grown. It was 
the idealism of the home 
that: settled it. It was the 
ideal of the sanctity of man 
that shaped it. It was the 
idealism of understanding 
that gathered to it all the 
best of different groups and 
different faiths and made it 
the greatest nation on the 
earth. 

The cornerstone of this 
nation is the acceptance of 
the agreement that we men 
of different backgrounds 
and faiths will work togeth- 
er for the good of all. We 
have a traditional ideal of 
brotherhood, regardless of 
class, creed or color. We 
have taken on the responsi- 
bilities of unity, the accept- 
ance of the burdens of oth- 
ers, the will to work with 
and for our fellow men. 

Turning from a_philoso- 
pher of the past to a col- 
umnist of the present, Wal- 
ter Lippmann said, ‘When 
we pass the ammunition, let 
us not deny the Lord. Let 
us not in the name of real- 
ism deny the realities and 
fall into the heresy of be- 
lieving that our morality is 
incompatible with our prac- 
tical necessities, It is not. 
There is no such horrid di- 
lema and the event will 
show there is none.” 

We are a nation of ideal- 
ists. Let us not overlook 
the ideal, which, cynics to 
the contrary, motivates us. 
In every emergency in our 
history it has been the force 
which has controlled our 
actions.

Pearl Harbor would not 
have been, and thousands 
of our youth now living but 
yet to die, would not be. 
Let us never again serap or 
sink a single one of our war 
ships to satisfy the notion 
of some pipe-dreamer. 

By wise planning now 
and by the sensible utiliza- 
tion after the War of the 
great advantages and re- 
sources of this country, eco- 
nomie security will be as- 
sured for all—the business 
man, the farmer, the pro- 
fessional man, the working 
man, the aged and the 
needy. 

Being a veteran of .World 
War I, I know first-hand of 
some of the problems fac- 
ing the veterans of this War. 
For the able-bodied, let us 
provide jobs and the oppor- 
tunity to earn the good 
things of life; for the dis- 
abled, rehabilitation where 
possible, and at least, the 
security, the comfort and 
contentment that only the 
heart of a grateful nation 
can bestow. 

For too long the farmer 
has not received his right- 
ful share of the national in- 
come. I am, therefore, un- 
alterably committed to such 
course of action, legislative 
and otherwise, as will as- 
sure the farmer parity pric- 
es for the products of his 
labor, 

The treasured rights of 
the individual so long main- 
tained and respected by our 
great nation, were won by 
bloodshed and after centu- 
ries of struggle. Believing, 


as with natural laws, that if 


we fail so long to exercise 
these rights, then we shall 
lose them, that if we con- 
tinue to dump every prob- 
lem of business and Govern- 
ment into the lap of the 
Government at Washing- 
ton, then that something go- 
ing to make up the great 
and ingenious personality 
of the American citizen, 
will be irretrievably lost. 

I should like to see the 
States, counties, cities, and 
towns of this country re-as- 
sert their rights, and re-as- 
sume those duties and re- 
sponsibilities of  govern- 
ment that of right properly 
belong to them. 

To such thought, plans, 
and organizations, whether 
business, farming, profes- 
sional or political, seeking 
to bring any or all of these 
things substantially to pass, 
I pledge my wholehearted 
support in Congress or out 
of Congress.

CHRIST THE FULFILLMENT OF 
THE LAW 


LESSON TEXT—Hebrews 1:1-9; Ro- 
mans 10;4-10, 

GOLDEN TEXT—God , . . hath In 
these last days spoken unto us by his 
Son,—Hebrews 1:1, 2 


The center of all Christian think- 
ing is the fact that God has revealed 
Himself to man. This revelation is 
found in the Bible, for it is the Word 
of God, That is why the command: 
ments which we have studied in re- 
cent weeks speak to us with such 
authority. They are not the expres- 
sion of human opinion of how we 
should live. They are God's com- 
mand which we are to obey. 


The great and final revelation of 
God and His love was not the writ- 
ten Word—the Bible—but the Living 
Word—His Son. The coming of 
Christ is our lesson for next week, 
on Christmas Sunday. But this week 
we want to learn a little more of 
what His coming into the world 
meant. He was— 

I. God’s Last Word (Heb, 1:1-3). 

Through the ages God had been 
speaking through the prophets, con- 
stantly revealing Himself as a God 
of power, justice, holiness, truth and 
mercy. 

In different ways and at various 
times (v, 1) He spoke through them, 
but always there was a pointing for- 
ward to the One who should come, 
Abraham was called out to found 
the nation (Gen, 12), and Jacob the 
family or tribe (Gen. 49), in 
which He should come, He was 
to be a prophet like Moses (Deut. 
18) and of the kingly house of Da- 
vid (II Sam, 7), All the offerings 
of Leviticus spoke of His priestly 
service, Isaiah saw Him as both the 
reigning and the suffering Messiah 
(Isa, 53). 

All this was incomplete until He 
came; and when He did, He re- 
vealed all the glory of God, He made 
perfect and final sacrifice for sin, 
and sat down (His work was fin- 
ished) at God's right hand (the place 
of power). 


Let us be clear about this: in 
Christ God’s revelation is perfect 
and complete. We need look for 
nothing more. The claims of those 
who appear with a ‘new light” or 
some mysterious hidden power are 
so obviously untrue that we ought 
not be at all interested. 


But not only is Christ God's final 
Word, He is— 


II, God’s Best Word (Heb. 1:4-9). 

The prophets and their messages 
thrill our souls and move us to 
more earnest living. But the Christ 
is our very life as well as our Re- 
deemer, 


The angels are God’s messengers 
—mighty and magnificent beings, su- 
perior in their way to man (Ps. 
8:5). The early church made too 
much of angels (as do some groups 
today), but Protestantism of our day 
has made too little of them, They 
are great and powerful beings who 
minister on our behalf and who are 
honored in the loyal service they do 
for God. 

But when they stand‘ beside the 
Son of God, it becomes evident that 
He holds a place of incomparable 
glory and majesty. He is the high- 
est revelation of God, the best Word 
that God could have spoken to needy 
and sinful humanity. 


We do well to think of who Christ 
is and what He has done. Just in 
this passage from Hebrews we find 
that He is the express image of all 
of God's glory; He is the upholder 
of all creation; He has the place of 
honor and power at God's right 
hand; He is the only begotten of the 
Father; His throne has been estab- 
lished forever, and so on, 


How well nigh unbelievable that 
this glorious One is also our Sa- 
viour. This is stated in verse 3, but 
is developed in our next point. 

II. God’s Saving Word (Rom. 10: 
4-10). 

If sinful man were only permitted 
to look on His glory it would be a 
great privilege, but it would not 
help him in his desire for holiness 
and eternal joy. There was a ‘‘great 
gulf fixed’’ between sinful man and 
a holy God until the Son of Glory be- 
came the God-man, when the eternal 
Word became “flesh and dwelt 
among us” (Luke 2:14), 

Christ as our Saviour is the ‘tend 
of the law’’ to the believer (v. 4), 
not in the sense that He terminates 
the law by setting it aside, but by 
completing or fulfilling all of its re- 
quirements. 

Just so the Christian is set free 
from the 1&vy, not in order that he 
may disobey it, but that he may 
keep it in the power and grace which 
Christ gives him. The Ten Com- 
mandments are the law of life for 
the Christian because he loves the 
Lord Jesus Christ and wants to obey 
Him. We do the things which the 
Decalogue require not to be saved 
thereby, but because we thereby 
honor the name of our Saviour. 

The unbeliever, struggling under 
the burden of sin, says, ‘‘How can 
I come to know Him?” and we find 
the answer in verses 8-10. It is “by 
faith.”

British Fliers Are 


Superstitious Lot! 


Leave Goodies in Plane to 
Pacify ‘Gremlins.’ 


BOMBER BASE IN ENGLAND.— 
Boys at this RAF bomber base think 
they have found a way to pacify 
those gremlins, Little is heard these 
days about the little demons who 
put the hex on fliers, and here's 
probably the reason why: 

When the bombers take off, each 
crew is given a more than ample 
supply of chocolate and other sweets 
for the long flights deep into the 
heart of Germany, which often take 
six or seven hours. 

Hardly ever do they eat all these 
goodies, so, when they are safely 
back, the rations are carefully left 
in the bomber for the gremlins. 
The little men, who are sometimes 
pictured carrying pitchforks, natur- 
ally are not going to pass up such 
a feast in favor of shennanigans 
that would cause a crackup. 

But Pilot Officer Ken Painter ot 
Brighton, pilot of ‘‘X for X-ray"’— 
the veteran bomber at this base, 
with 45 raids—says that ‘really we 
are not superstitious.” 

Painter would not think of wearing 
heavy fleece-lined flying boots, even 
though sometimes his feet are fro- 
zen almost numb. But, he says, it 
isn't any superstition — just that 
should he be forced to bail out he 
would find it difficult to walk in the 
big boots. 

“X for X-ray” is a four-engined 
Lancaster with an inscription in Por- 
tuguese on the side reading ‘'God 
takes care of drunks and babies,” 
The inscription was placed there by 
a Portuguese pilot who preceded 
Painter at the controls. 

She has a carefree happy-go-lucky 
crew. A rag doll—Alice—goes along 
on every flight. Not because of 
superstition, mind you, just a mas- 
cot. 


Mexican Guerrilla Army 
Legion to Be Nation-Wide 


MEXICO CITY.—Plans to raise a 
Mexican guerrilla army on a nation- 
wide scale, with fighters trained in 
the school of Pancho Villa and other 
noted leaders, were announced re- 
cently by Antolin Jimenez, head of 
the newly formed Legion of Mexi- 
can Guerrilla Fighters. Formation 
of the legion has been approved with

NEW YORK.—A total of 21,860 
refugees from Europe's war-torn 
countries and 960 escaped prisoners 
of war arrived in Switzerland in one 
week and the influx continues at 
the rate of 200 to 300 a day, a 
Swiss broadcast recorded by the 
OWI reported. 


The broadcast described a discus- 
sion in the Swiss national council of 
the grave problems posed for the lit- 
tle mountain republic by the increas- 
ing number of refugees as well as 
the 58,000 foreign soldiers now in- 
terned on Swiss soil. 


Epidemic of Cholera 


Is Spreading in China 
NEW YORK, — An epidemic of 
cholera, already rampant in Japa- 
nese-occupied Peking and Tientsin, 
has broken out in Anpei and Wu- 
yuan, two of the largest towns in 
the western part of Suiyuan prov- 
ince in free China, the Chungking 
radio said recently. The broadcast 
said that more than 50 deaths had 
been reported from Anpei and Wu- 
yuan and “the toll of lives is al- 
ready heavy” in Peking and Tien- 
tsin.

Somewhere out on the Atlantic or 
the Pacific or wherever the navy's 
chief of operations has ordered her 
the USS James Mugford, one of our 
newest, fastest and most pugnacious 
destroyers, is doing a job for liberty. 
Having just spent some time in gaz- 
ing at a portrait of the gentleman 
for whom the vessel was named, I'll 
wager that tough as she is, she’s no 
tougher than he must have been, 
More than likely, wherever she may 
be, he’s applauding and wishing he 
could walk her bridge, Mugford was 
a privateersman in the Revolution- 
ary war and the unknown artist who 
painted the portrait evidently missed 
nothing that revealed the strength of 
his subject and his gift for the sea. 
It must be a good likeness, Just 
by looking at it, you can tell that no 
artist with any sanity whatsoever, 
would dare produce anything else 
for Capt. James Mugford, 

* ° . 

The portrait is in a booth in the 
New York Antiques Fair which oc- 
cupies practically the entire ball- 
room floor of a local hotel, It is a 
part of the exhibit of Harry New- 
man, dealer in old prints and paint- 
ings. He found it in Marblehead, 
Mass. No visitor to the fair can 
miss that portrait. Captain Mugford, 
irregular-faced and  hawk-nosed, 
staring down at you, compels you to 
stop with the feeling that maybe this 
bold fellow in jaunty tri-cornered 
hat, even if he is only in oil, is 
about to bark, ‘‘Halt’’ and announce 
that he still possesses the right of 
“search and seizure’’ and will blast 
you if you don’t heave to. At least, 
that was my sensation, So I sought 
out Mr. Newman and he told me 
the story of Capt. James Mugford of 
Marblehead, Mass, 

. . * 

Like so many other men of Mar- 
blehead, Captain Mugford made his 
living on the sea. When the Revo- 
lution came in 1776, he gathered 19 
young men and fitted out the schoon- 
er Lincoln as a privateer. In March 
of that same year, he captured the 
British supply ship Hope off Marble- 
hea@, took her into Boston and 
turned her heavy cargo of military 
stores over to Col. Jonathan Glover, 
commissary-general of the Massa- 
chusetts militia. The encyclopedia 
states that Mugford lost his life in 
that action. Other accounts have 
him going on as a hell-roaring skip- 
per giving the British much trouble 
until his luck ran out and he was 
killed, Be that as it may, the artist 
who painted his portrait evidently 
had a sense of humor. He gave his 
oils a backing that would not catch 
fire from the Mugford eyes—a cop- 
per plaque. Marblehead volunteer 
firemen used the plaque as a decora- 
tion for their hand pumper. 

. ° . 

The fair comprises a fabulous col- 
lection of things of the past—furni- 
ture, old English silver, jewelry, 
prints, glass and chinaware, pottery, 
manuscripts, weapons, in fact all the 
various articles that gladden the 
heart of the collector, The total 
value of the exhibits is reckoned at 
well over a million dollars. Possi- 
bly it was because I think antiques 
should be in museums and not in 
homes, that I liked Mugford best. 
In fact, I wouldn’t mind having him 
in my own den because I see in him 
the spirit of a young country deter- 
mined to be free. And having looked 
at him from all angles, I feel pretty 
sure that his single-stacked, high- 
powered, full-gunned namesake got 
a swell start on her career the day 
a bottle of champagne was smashed 
over her bow.

Views Sky P ‘ed 
By 500,000 Planes 


Prediction 1s Made for 1950 
By Aviation Official. 


BALTIMORE, — William A, M. 
Burden, special aviation assistant to 
the secretary of commerce, told the 
Urban Planning conference that 500,- 
000 airplanes would be flying the na- 
tion's skyways by 1950, He asked the 
immediate planning of huge and 
manifold airports which would be re- 
quired to handle air cargo and pas: 
senger services of the future. 

He pictured hundreds of new towns 
springing up within air commutation 
distance of large cities, and heli- 
copter bus and taxi service, 

He estimated that 441,000 private, 
50,000 military, and 9,000 transport 
planes would perhaps be crowding 
the airlines within the next decade. 
Therefore it became important to 
national security, especially from a 
military viewpoint, that federal, 
State and local agencies began to 
plan airport facilities for the future. 

He estimated that airplanes ten 
years hence would be carrying 20,- 
000,000 passengers a Year, five times 
the number carried in 1941, New 
York airports would have to be 
geared to handle 17,300 passengers 
a day; Chicago, 11,000; Washington, 
8,700, and Cleveland, 5,500. 

With air freight service expanding 
comparably and with private flying 
developing on a rapid and vast scale, 
large communities would have to 
have many airports with support- 
ing surface communications which 
would assure rapid access to indus- 
trial and business centers, 

Such communities would require 
airports, including passenger, cargo 
and commuter terminals; miscel- 
laneous-service airports for plane re- 
pair, sales, charter service and 
training, and civilian flying airports, 


These would have to be so situated |* 


that they might be expanded. 


Stolen Stamps Worth 3 


Million Gallons of Gas 
SCRANTON, — Burglars who 
eracked a safe in the office of the 
Scranton war price and rationing 
board in a central city building got 
away with coupons good for more 
than three million gallons of gaso- 
line, OPA officials announced as they 
completed an inventory of stock at 
the looted office. 


Detective Capt. George Donaldson 
expressed the opinion that the 
thieves were professional safecrack- 
ers and members of a ring that has 
been operating in the East in stolen 
gasoline coupons. Donaldson said 
that the burglars were after gaso- 
line ration books only and tossed 
food ration books aside. 


Ignore Enemy News of 


Captives, Americans Told 


WASHINGTON, — The American 
Red Cross says that short-wave 
broadcasts from enemy nations pur- 
porting to give information about 
American prisoners of war should 
be ignored. 


Announcing that “hundreds of 
service men’s families’’ had re- 
ceived false casualty reports, the 
Red Cross quoted the federal bu- 
reau of investigation as stating that 
the spreading of such reports indi- 
cated a substantial force of enemy 
representatives strategically placed 
throughout the country, working un- 
der enemy orders to undermine 
American morale. 


Feed Over Million Daily 


In Acute Bengal Famine 

NEW DELHI.—More than one mil- 
lion hungry and destitute persons 
are being fed one meal daily in 
Bengal, the provincial food minister 
estimated recently in outlining the 
gravity of a famine in the most 
densely populated section of India. 


Fifty deaths per day officially are 
attributed to starvation in Calcutta 
alone. However, during the week 
ending September 11 there were 
1,292 deaths against a five-year ay- 
eage of 589 for the corresponding 
week, Calcutta has about 2,500,000 
of Bengal’s 60,000,000 population. 


30,000 Allied Prisoners 


In Japanese Work Gangs 

CHUNGKING.—Thirty thousand 
American, British and Australian 
war prisoners who were forced into 
labor gangs by the Japanese to build 
a railway between Thailand and Bur- 
ma suffered many hardships during 
the rainy season which just ended, 
the United Press has learned from 
Thailand sources. 


Travelers along the Bangkok-Sing- 
apore railway often saw the prison- 
ers clad only in tattered shorts while 
working in steaming jungles. A few 
had straw hats for protection against 
the burning tropical sun, 


Oil Well Completed 


In Florida Swamp 

NEW YORK.—Wallace Pratt, 
geologist and vice president of the 
Standard Oil company (New Jer- 
sey), recently announced comple- 
tion of an oil well in the Ever- 
glades in Collier county, Fla., 
northwest of Miami. 

Pratt said this was the first pro- 
ducing well on the Eastern sea- 
board and that oil was encoun- 
tered at 11,700 feet.

I’m 
sure we all are going to miss 
them a lot. 

The people here sure like 
the American soldiers. They 
all seem to hate the Ger-

ans of British! Kinds of Bombs 


Crowd National Gallery 
And Get Meat Pies With 
‘Old Masters.’ 


LONDON,—The war {s making art 
lovers out of Britons, 

That London landmark, the Na- 
tlonal Gallery, where peacetime cul- 
ture seekers tiptoed reverently 
among old masters, woke up the 
other day to find itself as popular 
as a zoo on Sunday, And almost as 
informal—today one can get a meat 
ple with a mural, 


“The war has made people want 
to look at pictures,"’ explained Wil- 
liam Gibson, keeper of the gallery, 
"For the first time in history we're 
having to turn a crowd away,” 

Stripped of every masterpiece In 
ite permanent collection—they've 
fone underground for the duration— 
the gallery went dead for a month 
during the blitz, Then it came to 
life again and, though still minus 
the old masters, is now a No, 1 West 
End attraction, 

War Scenes Interest, 


While butchers, bakers and others 
who never jammed museums are 
now thronging the place, the artists 
of Britain have come down from 
their ivory towers and are busy 
getting themselves torpedoed, im- 
prisoned and shipwrecked, They are 
painting industriously in every such 
crisig and their records are being 
hung in a series of war exhibits 
which are helping make the gallery 
a part of every Londoner's life. 


“T came to see what a torpedoed 
tanker looks like,’ a wispy little 
Cockney woman said. ‘‘My Jack has 
been on three of them.” And she 
pointed to the picture of a twisted 
hunk of steel by Sir Muirhead Bone, 
distinguished painter now employed 
by the admiralty to record the war 
at sea, 

“Since then,’’ she said, "I've sort 
of got to like pictures. I come in 
all the time.'’ She was enthusiastic 
over a canvas by Edward Borden, 
a dreamy artist who was interned in 
Casablanca, rescued by the Ameri- 
cans and then shipwrecked, all in 
pursuit of art. 

A WAAF in the gallery said she'd 
come to see a painting by Dame 
Laura Knight of WAAF mending a 
barrage balloon, On the same wall 
were portraits of RAF pilots, army 
sergeants and women factory work- 
ers painted by Britain’s most bril- 
liant artists. 


See ‘Old Masters.’ 


In view of the interesting war 
scenes, the gallery was rather nerv- 
ous when it decided to show each 
month one of its old masters, 
brought in from its country un- 
derground shelter. But just as many 
people paused before a Velasquez 
or a Rembrandt as stopped to view 
an airdrome scene, 


Then the gallery put on an exhibit 
of 19th century French masters. Peo- 
ple had to be turned away. Among 
them were American soldiers, who 
promptly went to Rainbow Corner, 
Piccadilly Red Cross center, and 
asked for names of other places 
where they could see French paint- 
ers. 

“Many of the people who come 
here today have only a room left in- 
stead of a home,’’ Keeper Gibson 
said. ‘Also art gives them a differ- 
ent rhythm from war, and that’s 
what they want.’’ 


Some of the people now thronging 
the gallery come in just to rest their 
feet or munch a sandwich. But no- 
body minds. It’s become that kind 
of place. Others, drawn by the week- 
ly lunchtime concerts organized by 
Myra Hess, stay on to look at pic- 
tures. The canteen run for war 
workers has also boosted art. 


Beats York’s Record With 


Two Hundred Prisoners 

NEW YORK.—Yank, the official 
doughboy weekly, describes how Pvt. 
Harry Bifone of Steubenville, Ohlo, 
went Sergt. Alvin York’s record a 
few better when he rounded up more 
than 200 Italian prisoners in Sicily 
single-handed. 

Sergt. Ralph G. Martin, writing in 
Yank, reports that Bifone, who 
speaks Italian, came upon two Ital- 
jan soldiers after a brief battle on 
the road to Trapani. They followed 
him docilely to another hole where 
Bifone acquired 30 more prisoners. 
Right behind the 30 came another 
50. Bifone started down the hill with 
his 82 prisoners, and by the time 
he reached the bottom had more 
than 200 Italians traipsing along be- 
hind. 

The Yank correspondent com- 
ments that while Sergt. York in the 
first World war got only 132 prison- 
ers, he had to capture two German 
machine-gun nests before the Huns 
surrendered. Bifone, on the other 
hand, didn’t even ask some of these 
Italians to put their hands up—they 
just came! 


Women War Workers Are 
Found as Good as Men 


NEW YORK.—Women war work- 
ers are as good or better producers 
than men in the majority of war 
plants, the National Industrial Con- 
ference board announced. Four of 
the 146 plants studied by the board 
reported that women were better 
producers. Approximately 60 per 
cent said they were as good as men. 
Others said that women were as 
good as men in many mechanical 
jobs.

For Every Purpose Special 
Weapon Is Employed 
By Air Forces. 


NEW YORK,—It takes all kinds 
of bombs—as well as planes—to 
make an alr force, 

The U. S army air forces have 
a bomb for every purpose, from a 
100-pounder, which can wreck @ lo- 
comotive, to one weighing 42 times 
fs much, capable of laying waste a 
city block, 
~The AAF uses three kinds of 
bombs In combat—demolition, frag- 
mentation and chemical, Before each 
bombing mission It is necessary to 
decide not only the weight of bombs 
carried but the sizes of the individu- 
al bombs and the types of fuses and 
bomb cases which will give the max- 
{mum effect against the target, ac- 
cording to the army air forces issue 
of 'Flying."’ 

Demolition bombs alone have five 
types: 

GP—Geneval purpose, 50-55 per 
cent explosive. 

SAP—Semi-armor plereing, 32 per 
cent explosive, 

AP—Armor-plercing, 5-12 per cent 
explosive. 

LC—Light case, 77 per cent ex- 
plosive. 

DB—Depth bomb, 70-75 per cent 
explosive. 


Biggest ef All, 

The GP bomb is so strong it can 
be dropped without rupturing from 
an altitude of 8,000 feet against a 
slab of concrete four feet thick, With 
a delayed-action fuse such a bomb 
would crash through to the basement 
of most buildings, bury itself several 
feet in the ground near a bridge 
and penetrate the decks of all but 
cruisers and battleships. The larg- 
est GP—2,000 pounds—can sink or 
seriously damage a battleship with 
a direct hit or from as far away 
as 35 feet when exploded in the wa- 
ter. The SAP 1,000 pounder will 
penetrate the side or deck of all 
naval craft except battle cruisers and 
battleships. SAP bombs range in 
weight from 699 to 1,600 pounds. 


The biggest AAF bomb of all is 
the LC blockbuster—4,200 pounds of 
bomb containing 3,362 pounds of ex- 
plosive, equipped with an instanta- 
neous fuse so that its terrific blast 
will occur before the bomb case rup- 
tures, The LC was designed for a 
target which provides its own 
“tamping’’—e.g., a congested city 
block. 


“Tamping” is the confinement of 
the explosive within the target, with 
no holes through which its energy 
may escape. To accomplish this, 
GP, 5AP and AP bombs are made 
to explode only after penetration of 
a building, the ground, a ship, or 
the water beside the ship. The LC 
explodes on impaet. Destruction 
caused by a well-tamped explosive 
may be 4.5 times ag the same amount 
untamped. 


Destructive Type. 

For knocking out U-boats two 
types of depth bombs are used—the 
325-pound Mark 17 and the 650- 
pound Mark 29, containing about 75 
per cent explosive filler and a navy 
hydrostatic fuse. 


Fragmentation bombs are used 
against ground forces and light ma- 
terlal—trucks, airplanes and en- 
campments. They break into 1,000 
to 1,500 pieces weighing about three- 
tenths of an ounce each, with veloci- 
ties up to 4,000 feet per second. Such 
fragments, bursting at 200 feet, will 
penetrate a wing or gas tank, cut 
tires and control wires, perforate 
radiators and intercoolers. Ground 
crews need 25 to 30 hours to repair 
planes damaged by fragments dis- 
charged from a distance of 90 feet 
or less from the plane. 


A fin-type fragmentation bomb, 
equipped with a mechanical time 
fuse, can be dropped on a lower- 
flying formation of airplanes and 
made to explode in their midst. 


Chemical bombs release gas, 
smoke screens and incendiary 
agents. A plane may carry 1,500 to 
2,000 small incendiary bombs which 
weigh about four pounds each. 


Russian Army Rebuilds 


4,968 Miles of Railroads 


MOSCOW.—I. D. Gochiridze, So- 
viet vice commissar of transport, 
announced that Red army railroad 
battalions had restored 8,000 kilome- 
ters (4,968 miles) of wreeked rail 
lines in reoccupied Russian territory 
since March. 


Some of the country’s most impor- 
tant lines, such as the Moscow-Be- 
likie Luki line and parallel railroads 
running from Moscow to Rostov via 
Orel, Kharkov and the Donets Basin 
already are in operation. 


In addition to the old lines, the 
Red army also has eonstrueted sey- 
eral short, strategic railroads in the 
front fighting zones,
